take one side and some the other, but 
the Lord overruled it to send out four 
Missionaries instead of two, and He 
Joved them all in spite of their sins 
and doubtless blessed them as they 
went forth in His name, Paul and Siins 
through Syria and Cilicia and Barna- 
bus and Mark to Cyprus. 

If Paul passed through Tarsus on 
his way to Derbe and Lystra, the ree- 
ord does not speak of his preaching 
there, He seems to have pressed on 
to Derbe, his farthest point on his first 
tour, and then to Lystra, where he had 
been stoned to death.

EXHIBITS SHOWN AT SEATTLE 
ATTRACT ATTENTION 


Visitors are Impressed with the Fact 
that Canada Occupies an Import: 
ant Place in the World of Com- 
merce—Panoramic Views Depicting 
Many Scenes Characteristic of the 
Country 

Seattle —"The Lady of the Snows” 
is shown to be a misnomer when ap- 
plied to Canada by the bountifulness 
of her land as illustrated in the Cana- 
dian building at the Alaska-Yukon 

Pacific exposition. ‘Lady Bountiful” 

is apparently much more appropriate, 


judging from what is to be seen in 
the building. 


Although in one of the smaller build- | 


ings, the commissioners have so ar- 
ranged the exhibits and the data re- 
lating to them that the visitor cannot 
help but be impressed with the fact 


that Canada occupies an important | 


place in the world of commerce, and 
i a much of the necessities of 
ife, 

Three large cases in the centre of 
the building show what the country 
produces in mineral wealth; exhibits 
of nickle, asbestos, tin, corudum and 
of the common ores, gold, silver and 
copper and lead are to be seen. Tab- 
lets inform the sightseer that 6 per 
cent. of the world’s supply of nickle 
and 9 per cent. of the supply of as- 
bestos is produced in Canada. There 
are tablets relating to every exhibit in 
the building. 

At the farther end of the building 
from the entrance is a large panorama 
depicting scenes characteristic of the 
country, from a farm scene to forestry 
and mining. In the foreground are 
numerous wild animals, conveying an 
idea of the sport that is to be had and 
also of the value of the fur trade for 
which the Dominion has been noted 


since the days of the pioneer trappers. | 


Along the sides of the building are 
other booths showing Canada’s pro- 
ducts and activities. In one of these 
is & mountain and river scene, with 
living beavers in the foreground, This 
exhibit lends color to the impression 
that every living thing in Canada is 
busy, and recalls the phrase “‘busy as 
beavers.” In the same booth is the 
display of wood pulp and the pro- 
cesses through which it must go before 
being turned into newspaper material 


Relating to Canada are the exhibits | 


of the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pa- 
cifie railways. As their lines tap 
mostly Canadian territory, naturally 
they display products and photographs 
of scenes in that country. The Grand

COMPLETING FORESTRY MAPS 


Department at Ottawa is Completing 
Comprehensive Work in Map- 
ping Timber Reserves

Ottawa.—The forestry branch of the | 


department of the interior has recently 
issued the first sheets of a new “forest 
atlas,’ which will include plans of 
| the Dominion forest reserves, of which 


| the surveys are now being carried on. | 


The “legend” is now being sent out; 
this designates the marks used to de- 
jnote natural features, the different 
|apecies of trees and the amounts of 
|timber that can be obtained per acre 
| from timbered areas, entries of various 
‘kinds, such as homesteads, mineral 
‘lands, ete., burns or brules, cuttings 
iand sales, roads, trails, railways, can- 
‘als, flumes, telegraph and telephone 
jlines, buildings, ete. One of the 
ismaller forest reserves — that known 
as “The Pines,” situated near Prince 
Albert, Sask.—has already been map- 
ped, and the map of the Riding moun- 
tain forest reserve, in northwestern 
Manitoba, is now in preparation. As 
surveys of the forest reserves and 
other forested districts are completed, 
naps of these will be prepared and 
ndded to the atlas. It is hoped that 
the general scheme of indicating in- 
formation, such as the different colors 
for stands of timber of various densi- 
ties, and the other special signs 
adopted by the forest service of the 
Dominion may be put into general 
use throughout Canada, so that forest 
mops may be uniform in plan and 
may be easily compared.

INCREASE OF ACREAGE 


|\CENSUS DEPARTMENT GIVES 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS 


Reports Received From all Over Can- 
ada as to the Condition of the Crops 
are Highly Satisfactory—Increased 
Area Sown in Wheat, there being 
1,264,000 Acres More in Western 
Provinces than Last Year 

Ottawa.—The census and statistics 
office has just issued a report on the 
crop and live stock of Canada as re- 
ported at date of June 15, In all parts 


of Canada farm operations have been 
delayed this year. The months of 
April and May’ were cold and wet and 
farmers were able to get on to the 
land late and at intervals. Where fall 
wheat had been sown it suffered in- 
jury from hard frosts, and spring 
operations on the land have been two 
to three weeks later thin usual, Yet 
the reports from all the provinces are 
very satisfactory. Grain crops and 
grasses are growing thriftily, and ex- 
cept in some localities of the Maritime 
wrovinees, Where the rainfall has been 
light, there is promise of an excellent 
harvest. 

Wheat, the great staple crop of the 
country, has a reported area of 7,750, 
400 acres, Which is 1,140,000 acres more 
than last year. In the Meritime prov. 
inces and Quebee there is little change, 
bnt in Ontario the area is less by 
106,000 acres, of which 88.500 is in fall 
wheat. Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta show an area of 6 875,000 acres, 
being 1,254,000 acres more than last 
year. The condition of fall wheat at 
loth of June was &¥.15, and of spring 
Wheat 92.15 per cent. of the standard 
for a full crop. 

The orea of oats in the Dominion is 
9,502,000 acres, which is 1,561,000 acres 
more than last year, and its condition 
is reported as 92.31 per cent, 

Barley, the cereal crop next in’ im- 
portance, has a total area of 1,864,900 
neres, or 119,200 acres more han last 
year, and its condition is 91.40) per 
cent, 

The previnee showing the largest 
area of onts is Ontario, with 3,142,200 
neres, and also the largest area of hay 
and clover, with 3,625,000 acres Que- 
bee is next highest in hay and clover, 
with 2.923,000 acres, This provinee has 
also 1,574,000 aeres in oats. Saskatech- 
ewan has 1,847,000 acres in oats, Mani- 
toba 1,390,000 acres, and Alberta 820,- 
000 neres, 

In three maritime provinees — the 
total area in oats is 520,000 acres, At 
the end of June, 1906, there were 122,- 
/ 398 farms in the provinces of Mani- 
Saskatchewan ond Alberta, and 
at tne end of 1908 the honwesteads 
entered, less all eancellatior., in 
creased the number to 190,234, or by 
10,853,760 acres, 

In Manitoba the net increase of the 
two and one-half vears was 44,393, in 
Saskatchewan 41,423, and in Alberta 
22.020, but these figures do not take 
account of farm lands purchased from 
railway companies and other corpora. 
tions in the same period, 

The large increases in Saskatehe- 
wan have been in the regions south of 
the mein line of the Canadian Pacific 
railway and in the western and 
northern districts. In Alberta) they 
have been made south of the Canadian 
Pacific railway and in the eastern 
ranges of townshins north of the rail 
way. The drought of summer and 
nutumn was less severe last year than 
in 1907, but it had the effeet of again 
reducing the number of farm animals 
in the older provinees. In the whole 
of Canada horses exeeed the number 
of last year by 14.824, whilst) mileh 
cows are leas by 68,440; other horned 
cattle by 245,057; sheep by 126 014, and 
swine by 457.49, The largest falling 
off in the east oeeurred in Quebee and 
Ontario, In Quebee mileh cows are 
Joes hy PROIT: other horned eattle hy 
46.705; sheen by 80,650, and swine by 


8'904. In Onterio horses are lesa by 
TROLS; mileh cows by 41.268; other 
Norned eattle by 144,665; sheep by

Claim it Would Discourage Enterprise 
and Prove Injurious to Coun- 
try’s Commerce 
London.—Supporting the letter pro- 
testing against the provisions of the 
! budget signed by nearly forty London 
bankers and merchants and sent to 
Premier Asquith, May 14, there was a 
great meeting in the city recently at 
which it was resolved that the “main 
proposals of the budget weaken se- 
curity in all private property, diss | 
courage enterprise and would prove 
seriously injurious to the commerce 

and industry of the country.” 

The gathering, which numbered 
nearly 1,000 persons, was thoroughly 
representative of all phases of city 
life. It was also wholly non-political, 
and many of the most prominent men 
present were radical. 

Lord Rothschild presided. He said 
that the meeting was due to the un- 
satisfactory reply of Premier Asquith 
to their representations of May 14, 
and that it was decided to make quite 
clear that the city objected to the 
budget proposals, which introduce an 
innovation in the history of English 
finance, 


Imperial Unity Question 

Edinburgh.—Speaking at a luncheon 
given the visiting press delegates by 
the Students’ Union, Rev. Dr. J. A 
MacDonali, Toronto, said the question 
of imperial unity had been settled by 
their conference.

Who Owns The Air 


It is still a moot point whether or 
not the flying of airships over private 
property may be opposed by due pro- 
cess of law.

and above the four corners of his 
holding and any interference with that 
enjoyment, however slight and harm 
less constitutes a tresspass, for which 
an action may be brought. 
Applications for injunctions against 
air ship owners and actions for tress- 
pas by aggrieved land owners are not 
unlikely proceedings in the near future.

MADILL A CANADIAN, 


| Abraham Lincoln's Friend Was Born 
in Fredericton, N.B. 


literature with which for the past 
twelve months the newspapers and 
magazines have justly been deluged, 
have heard a good deal about Joseph 
Medill, who in later days became the 
most eminent journalist of the mid- 
dle west, but few are aware that Jos. 
eph Medill was a Canadian. No poli- 
tician or statesman ever attains any 
position in the world in a democracy 
without a few newspaper “pals.” 
with whom he can sit down and talk 
out his ideas without fear of their 
publication until the proper time 
comes, and who are in a position to 
make things ciear to the general pub- 
lie and clear up, as a public man 
is seldom able to do effectively, any 
misapprehensions with whieh the 
publie mind may have beeome pos- 
sessed. That is precisely what Jos- 
eph Medill did for Lineotn, and it 
is intimated by Miss Tarbell, one of 
the great statesman’s numerous wor- 
shipners, that after Lincoln beeame 
president Medill wanted to become 
adviser in chief and meade trips to 
Washington to tell the object of his 
loyalty, and indeed adoration, that he 
wae going wrong. 

jut the point of interest for Cann- 
dians is that the newsproerman who 
did more than anyone else to moke 
Lincoln the nominee of the Republi- 
eon party and the president of the 
United States was a Canedian of 
Scottish-Irish ancestry, born in 
Fredericton, N.B., in 1223. It is trie 
that he wes to all intents and pur- 
poses an American, for when he was 
nine veers old his father, a farmer, 
took his family to what he deemed 
the more congenial regions of Canton, 
Ohio. When only twenty-six years 
old he was editor of a pener which 
did not advoente the abolition of 
slavery in the states where it was ol- 
recsdy esteblished, but was bitterly 
opposed to its extension to any of 
the new territories then being opened 
un for settlement. As students of the 
politienl history of the English eneak- 
ing part of this continent are aware, 
this wes Lincoln’s initial poliey. 
thoneh he was afterwards forced to 
carry it to its logieal development 
As editor of The Chieago Tribune in 
later years and as first citizen of Chi- 
erco, a city whose English-spenking 
population is in a very large decree 
Cenadian, his fame beeame— wide- 
snreed, and in a reckoning of whet 
the United States owes to Canada the 
name of Joseph Medill would be on 
our side of the ledger.

OLD “METHODY” CHURCH, 


White Chapel, Near Picton, Is Oldest 
In the Dominion. 


The one hundredth birthday of the 


Wiite Chapel, at} Hailoweil Milis, 
two miles below Picton, Ont., was fit- 
tingly marked a few days ago, June 
5th, when the Bay of Quinte Conier 
ence of the Methodist Church ad- 
journed from its sitting in Belleville 
to visit the historic gtructure, how the 
oldest. Methodist chapel in) use for 
church purposes in the Dominion of 
Canada. The Methodist meeting 
house at Adolphustown is really the 
oldest in Canada, having been built in 
1703, but it has passed *into ocher 
hands, and is being used for worldly 
purposes, While the White Chapel has 
throughout a century maintained 
standing and dignity as a place solely 
for worship. 

It is a prosiae type of architecture, 
this old whitewashed chapel, that re- 
presents the toil and sacrifice of the 
United Empire Loyalists — with its 
four square walls and pavilion rovf, 
of heavy frame timber, like which 
none is seen nowadays, The interior 
is quaintly old-fashioned, the box-like 
pulpit, crowned overhead with the 
“sounding-board,” characteristic — of 
the olden days. The straight pine 
benches, almost Puritanical in their 
lack of physical comfort, and suggest- 
ing days even more remote and prim 
than crinolines and poke bonnets. 
Then, too, the balcony ia odd, with 
its almost perpendicular floor, taking 
one back forcibly to church building 
in Canada in its primitive state. 
There in the corner is the old melo- 
deon, now almost tuneless, and the 
box stove used the first winter the 
chapel was in commission. : 

The old paper containing the list of 
subscriptions to the fund for the eree- 
tion of this building, the names of the 
trustees and the agreement made be 
tween them to carry on their under: 
tuking, is dated June, 1800, hence it 
was decided to celebrate the centen- 
nial of their enterprise now, The text 
of the paper may be crudely compos: 
ed, but it is sincere and determined 
in thought. 

The building of this chapel repre- 
sents marked tenacity of spirit on the 
part of these early settlers. Stephen 
Conger gave the site and much otf the 
lumber. A few of the zealous workers 
gave money—others grain and timber. 
One, indeed, gave a cow as his contr: 
bution, and another one pound ster 
ling, as, he said, “by way of a turn’; 
thus the required funds for the build- 
ing’s erection were forthcoming. 

No regular preacher cared tor the 
flock here, but being on the Bay of 
Quinte circuit, the chapel was visited 
fortnightly by circuit missionaries, 
These men endured great hardships, 
traveling from place to place, murry- 
ing, burying and christening. It is 


pwrsaid ihat-a Methodist preacher wis 4 


great curiosity to many, and all were 
anxious to see the phenomenon, some 
indeed questioning how he looked or 
what he was like. An oddly consti- 
tuted character was Rev. Langham, 4 
Chureh of England clergyman, who 
occasionally preached at the White 
Chapel. He would marry only in the 
chureh, und before 11 a.m, If the 
happy couple failed to appear before 
that hour, notwithstanding how great 
the distance traveled, sure disappoint- 
ment awaited them. In recompense 
for his services he asked but for three 
coppers for his clerk, taking no fee 
whatever for himself, Darius) Dun 
ham, Elder Ryan, Elder Case, Nathan 
Bangs and many another father of 
Canadian Methodism have all been 
heard in the historic building.
